illegal termination of the services the matter has turned 
round and the point namely whether the workman had 
voluntarily tendered his resignation or whether the action 
of the management amounts to retrenchment, and to what 
retrenchment compensation and other benefits the workman 
is entitled to ? The workman has now restricted his claim 
to the payment of retrenchment compensation and other 
benefits as contemplated u / s 25F of the I. D. A. while the

gratuity which the workman is entitled and according to 
them the gratuity was offered to the workman at the time 
of accepting his resignation but the workman did not show 
his inclination to accept the amount of gratuity offered to 
him . With these initial observations I shall now advert to 
the pleadings of the parties. 


In view of the pleadings as stated above issues 1 & 2 
alone survive for consideration as the issue of jurisdiction 
is not pressed by the management and it is accepted that 
this is an industrial dispute and this Tribunal has jurisdiction 
to decide the matter . Hence the main and important 
question posed for consideration in this matter is whether 
the resignation was obtained by the employer by force and 
coercion and secondly it has to be noted whether the 
resignation was subject to the fulfllment of the conditions . 
mentioned in the letter of resignation such as payment of 
retrenchment compensation and other legal đues. 


In his claim statement filed on 11th June, 1984 the work 
man states that he joined the . services of the Opposite 
Party / Firm on 26-12-1960, initially as a clerk and after 
10 years he was promoted as a Sr. Clerk and he continued 
to hold his post till the illegal termination of his services 
W. e. f. 13-11-1982 . According to the workman about 3 years 
before the illegal termination the employer brought a false 
charge against him of purchasing some items for the 
employer at a lower price but claimed and obtained payment 
from the employer at higher rate. The Employer had 
threatened the workman of dire consequences including his 
criminal prosecution . So under this threat the management 
obtained an undated resignation letter from the workman 
with an assurance that no further action would be taken 
against the workman in that matter. In the 

year 1982 or 
so the employer started terminating services of the employees 
working under it in different establishments such as Mines, 
Barge Section , Head Office , etc. Some employees were 
forced to tender their resignations and some were given a 
tempting offer of retrenchment compensation in accordance 
with Sec . 25 F of the I. D. A. in addition to other legal dues. 


The dispute as stated above has narrowed down to a 
small compass namely the payment of retrenchment compen 
sation , the liability of paying the gratuity having been 
man who claims to be working now on daily wages has 
expressed that he does not claim reinstatement and in His 
deposition in the last para of his examination in chief he 
states that now he is working as a casual worker with Vallab 
Agency getting Rs. 15 / - per day . He wants retrenchment 
compensation , a Gratuity and whatever legal dues which 
are admissible to him . The entitlement to gratuity is conceded 
to by the management and the only short question is regard 
ing the payment of retrenchment compensation . Shri P. K. 
Lele for the management had submitted before me that the 
workman having tendered the resignation voluntarily is not 
entitled to the retrenchment compensation because this is not 
a case of retrenchment as contemplated u / s 25F of the Act. 
Hence I have to see whether the resignation was voluntarily 
tendered or whether there was coercion and whether the 
workman was forced to tender the resignation as claimed 
by him . In this regard we have the evidence of the workman 
himself who is examined on 7th March , 1988 and that of 
Shri K. N. Rao, the then Personnel Manager of Party II 
who worked with them from 1975 to 1984 . 


After giving the above information about the attitude of 
the employer the workman states that on 30-10-1982 Shri K. 
Agarwal son of the employer called him in his cabin and 
asked him to tender a resignation saying that legal dues 
including retrenchment compensation would be paid to him 
similar to other employees. Accordingly the s 

said Krishnan 
kumar Agarwal took the letter of resignation and this 
letter was typed by some clerk as directed by him . Accord 
ing to the workman this letter is not voluntary but was 
obtained by force . The workman hoped to get sufficient 
compensation, so he approached the Accounts department 
on 13-11-1982 and the cashier told him that he would get 
Rs. 975.62 only being the salary for the 13 days work of 
November , 1982 . The workman was shocked to hear this 
and till then a leave of 3442 days. was to his credit. The 
workman thereafter wrote a letter to the management ques 
tioning their attitude and thereafter he raised the industrial 
dispute . This is the sum and substance of his pleadings .

In reply the management in the written statement dated 
23-7-1984 claims that the company accepted the letter of 
resignation dated 30th October, 1982 and in view of the 
Voluntary resignation the Civil Court will have jurisdiction 
and the workman may ask for a relief under the specific 
relief Act and the Industrial Tribunal had no jurisdiction . 
They also deny that the resignation letter was forcibly 
accepted but according to them this is a voluntary resigna 
tion letter over which the Civil Court has a right to adjudi 
cate. The Employer further states that the workman is 
not entitled to reinstatement or any other relief. To this 
the workman filed his rejoinder dated 23rd August, 1984 
contending interalia that the Tribunal had the jurisdiction 
and that the Civil Court has no jurisdiction and that this 
is an industrial dispute and the dispute is covered by the 
provisions of I. D. Act . 


Adverting then to the evidence of the workinan the work 
man states that the son of the Proprietor by name Krishna 
Kumar Agrawal called him in the office and gave him 
threats saying that he had committed a fraud in purchasing 
goods for less price and showing their prices to be higher 
in the bills submitted to the company. The workman was 
given hardly 15 minutes time to deliberate and he under 
the threat of prosecution tendered the resignation and this 
is at Exb . E -4 . The management claims that this letter was 
submitted on 30-10-82. However , there is reason to believe 
that this resignation was not tendered on that day . The letter 
of resignation is no doubt in the hand writing and under the 
signature of the workman . A careful reading of it will show 
that it is written in a hurried manner . The workman who had 
put up a service for about 22 years had no reason to tender 
resignation in a hurried manner asking the management to 
settle his accounts, which were not in fact settled then . 
It has to be noted that this letter of resignation is undated 
and somebody from the management has made an endorse 
ment on the left hand corner showing that it was received 
on 30-10 . there being no year. Such endorsement can be 
made at any convenient time. So there is reason to believe 
that this letter of resignation is not a voluntary one and 
there is some reason , to believe in the statement of the 
workman that he was forced to tender the resignation . 


. 


With these pleadings my Predecessor framed the following 
issues on 24-9-1984 . 


1 ) Whether the Workman proves that his resignation 

was obtained by the employer by force and coercion ? 
2 ) Whether the Workman provess that his resignation 

was subject to fulfilment by the employer of some 
conditions mentioned in the letter of resignation , 

which condition the employer has not fulfilled ? 
3 ) Whether the employer proves that this Court has 

no jurisdiction to adjudicate the present dispute ? 


I am constrained to make the above , observations in view 
of the statement on oath made by Shri K. Rao who is 
summoned as a witness for the workman after his resignation 
from Party II in 1984. Shri Rao states that while he was 
in the cabin of K. G. Agrawal he .was asked about the work 
done by the workman Cota and the Co-personnel Manager 
K. G. Agrawal told him that he was not pleased with the 
services of the workman S. J. Cota and that his services 
should be terminated immediately . The witness Rao refused 
to comply with this request . Hence one more officer by 
namo K. Mandania was called in and he was asked by 
Agrawal whether the workman s services can be terminated 
forthwith . Mr. Mändania then suggested that the witness 
Rao should talk to the workman and obtain a resignation 
from the workman on the condition that he would be paid 
on the same pattern as was paid to the retrenched workmen 
namely the barge crew and the Mine staff. According to 
him the management had started retrenching workmen from 
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provisions a

different concerns and the retrenchment was being done 
in a phased manner reducing the strength from 801 to 196 . 
This figure comprises of all employees in the group of 
witness states that the workman refused to submit the 
resignation and subsequently showed willingness to resign 
if all legal dues including ex - gratia were paid to him . The 
workman was un -willing to tender his resignation because 
he had put in 22 years of service in the company and was 
having three school going daughters . The witness then 
informed about this to the management and the task of 
obtaining the resignation was handed to Mr. K. Mandania . 
October, 1982 while he himself wound 11:40 a . m . on 30th 
present in the chamber of Mr. Agrawal the workman was 
called and apart from giving him threats he was abused 
also in presence of the witness. The workman was categori 
cally informed in unambigous language that if the workman 
did not tender the resignation within 15 minutes he would 
be handed over to the police . According to him the workman , 
discussed this with the other staff and there was a commo 
tion in the office. Since the workman had to oblige the 
directive 

of the co - personnel officer A. G. Agrawal the 
witness himself volunteered to draft à resignation letter 
and that resignation letter was signed by the workman and 
the letter contained a condition that the workman should 
be paid all legal dues . This is how the witness states that 
the letter Exb . E -4 was not the voluntary letter of resigna 
tion but there was some other letter of resignation and 
it is Exb . W - 1 which is a copy and its original is also 
produced by the management. This letter of resignation is 
dated 30th October, 1982 and in it the workman has informed 
the Director of M / s. G. N. Agrawal that as he had completed 
the service of 22 years and he should be paid compensation , 
gratuity, leave pay etc., as per the oral understanding 
between him and the management. Hence it can be surmised 
that this is not a letter of resignation but this is a letter 
to enable the management to retrench him from services 
by paying all legal dues. Consequently the Manager wrote . 
the reply Exb . W - 2 dated 3rd November, 1982 informing 
him that the resignation i 

is accepted 
and he is relieved 
from his duties from the closing hours of Saturday , the 
13th November , 1982. This date 13-11-1982 is important 
because it is the date of the termination of services the 
question being whether this is a termination simpliciter or 
whether this is an order of retrenchment. Considering the 
evidence on record I am iinclined to hold that this is a letter 
of retrenchment and the management as per the evidence 
on record had started retrenching its workers in a phased 
manner because of the recession in the Mining Industry. 
As against the evidence of the two witnesses for Party I / 
/ Workman the management has examined the Power of 
Attorney holder by name Kanniyalal Mandhaniya who admits 
that he has no personal knowledge regarding the circums 
tances under which the resignation was accepted . The 
management should have examined the person who has 
accepted the resignation . The management has not done this . 
Hence upon an overall consideration of the evidence on 
record I am inclined to hold that the so called letter of 
resignation Exb . W - 1 is nothingless but a voluntary state 
ment made to the management to enable it to retrench 
the workman as desired by the management .

As stated in the foregoing paragraphs the dispute in this 
matter has narrowed down to a very limited compass namely 
the payment of gratuity and the payment of retrenchment 
compensation which are the two pre -requisites for the action 
of retrenchment taken by the management as contemplated 
u / s 25 F of the Act . As laid down therein , when a workman 
having served for more than a year is retrenched the 
workman shall be given one month s notice in writing and 
then the workman be paid retrenchment compensation equi 
valent to 15 days average pay for every completed year oí 
service and the gratuity. I therefore answer the issues 1 and 
2 accordingly and hold that the resignation was obtained by 
force and the workman has proved that his resignation 
was subject to the fulfilment by the employer of the condi 
tion mentioned in the letter of resignation namely nayment 
of retrenchment compensation and gratuity . The workman 
has been paid the salary for the 13 days up to the letter 
of termination and also the salary for the leave which had 
remained in arrears. Hence what remains to be paid to the 
workman is the retrenchment compensation at the rate of 
15 days average pay for every completed year of continuous
